Mr  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I beg  to  subnit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  cir- 
cumstances of  the  Borough  for  19 64.  including  a report  on  the  Port 
Health  Area. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  for  the  Borough  is  given  by 
the  Registrar  General  as  13,500  which  shows  an  increase  of  160  over 
the  figure  given  for  1963*  This  population  rise  is  a reflection  of 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  which  was  54 • 

In  the  section  of  my  Report  dealing  with  vital  statistics  there 
are  no  abnormal  trends.  There  was  a drop  in  the  births  from  253  in 
1963  to  226  but  this  latter  figure  is  comparable  to  the  215  births 
in  1962.  The  corrected  birthrate  is  identical  with  that  for  England 
and  Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  assignable  to  Favershan  was  188,  with  an 
average  age  at  death  of  74*6  years.  The  corrected  death  rate  for 
the  Borough  compares  very  favourably  with  that  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a whole. 

The  number  of  infectious  disease  cases  notified  in  1964  was  141, 
two  more  than  in  1963*  Included  in  this  total  were  81  cases  of 
measles.  The  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  rose  sharply  from  3 
in  1963  to  36  last  year. 

The  general  routine  inspection  work  of  the  Department  continued 
throughout  the  year.  In  May  and  June  an  outbreak  of  typhoid  in 
Aberdeen  gave  rise  to  considerable  activity  in  the  Department.  Over 
200  visits  were  made  to  various  food  premises  to  trace  cans  of  corned 
beef  bearing  certain  code  marks.  A Humber  of  these  were  found  and 
returned  to  the  wholesale  distributors. 

The  opening  of  the  swimming  baths  during  the  year  was  welcomed 
for  providing  additional  healthy  recreational  facilities  for  the 
Borough.  There  are  minor  health  hazards  associated  with  swimming 
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baths  but  these  are  far  outweighed  by  the  advantages  gained  by  hav- 
ing swimming  facilities  available  locally# 

I would  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for 
carrying  out  their  duties  efficiently  and  tactfully  during  the  year. 
Mr  B amp  ton,  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  is  responsible  in 
my  absence  for  the  daily  administration  of  the  Department. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  courtesy  and  support  throughout  the  year#

SANITARY  C IRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

There  have  been  no  major  extensions  or  renewals  to  the  main  water 
suTjply  within  the  Borough  during  the  past  year.  There  have  been  minor 
extensions  to  provide  for  residential  development,  in  particular  at 
Davington  and  Cratloe. 

Responsibility  for  the  supply  of  -water  to  the  Borough  now  rests 
with  the  Mid-Kent  Water  Company,  who  have  established  a local  office 
in  Stone  Street. 

Fifteen  samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  the  laboratories 
for  chemical  and  bacteriological  testing.  Thirteen  of  these  were 
for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  and  the  remaining  two 
for  bacteriological  only.  One  of  the  samples  of  drinking  water  was 
reported  as  contaminated,  although  not  of  a faecal  nature,  subse- 
quently site  works  were  carried  out  to  improve  this  supply. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE 

The  Bysing  Wood  Drainage  Scheme  was  in  operation  during  last 

year. 

The  village  of  Oare  has  been  connected  to  this  scheme  and  the 
sewage  from  the  village  is  punned  to  the  Main  Disposal  Works  for 
treatment . 

The  Trade  Waste  Survey  has  been  carried  out  and  certain  premises 
will  be  allowed  to  connect  to  the  public  sewers  following  agreements 
whilst  others  will  require  pre -treatment  works  before  acceptance  of 
their  effluent  can  be  entertained. 

Tenders  for  the  new  pumping  station  at  Quay  Lane  to  replace  the 
old  ejector  station  have  been  received  and  the  contractors  have 
commenced  the  construction  works. 

A further  new  pumping  station  is  now  in  operation  for  the 
collection  of  the  sewage  from  the  new  housing  estate  at  Priory  Leas 
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and  punping  to  the  existing  council  sewers  via  the  sewers  in  Davington 
Court  Estate. 

The  Council  have  agreed  to  carry  out  works  to  the  modernisation 
of  the  Main  Sewerage  Forks  together  with  renewal  of  sewers  in  the  Flood 
Lane  and  Tanner  Street  areas  as  at  present  large  quantities  of  water 
are  infiltrating  into  the  old  sewers. 

The  difficulties  encountered  with  blockages  and  defects  in  com- 
bined drains  and  private  sewers  continued  throughout  the  yeaJj  many  oa  paints 
vere  iecenrei  and  much  time  was  spent  in  dealing  with  these.  In  all 
14-6  visits  and  inspections  were  made  in  this  connection. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  responsibility  for  refuse  collection  and  disposal  rests 
with  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  The  tipping  of  refuse  was 
continued  into  the  disused  workings  of  the  Ace,  Sand  and  Gravel 
Company’s  near  Ham  Road.  This  method  of  tipping  into  water  causes 
special  difficulties  but  with  the  mechanical  control  now  available 
the  incidence  of  nuisance  has  been  negligible  considering  the  many 
varied  types  of  trade  waste  accepted  by  the  Borough  Council. 

The  paper  sack  scheme  which  commenced  in  1961  has  been  continued 
and  a further  area  of  the  town  was  included  in  the  scheme  during  the 
year.  New  housing  estates  are  also  included  in  this  scheme  on 
individual  completion. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  public  conveniences  within  the  Borough  are  maintained  and 
supervised  by  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Department  and  the 
existing  arrangements  have  been  maintained. 

A scheme  has  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Council  for 
redevelopment  of  the  facilities  at  The  Mount  Recreation  Ground,  includ- 
ing provision  for  new  public  conveniences. 


SCHOOL  SANITATION 

Ho  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding  the  san- 
itary accommodation  in  schools  within  the  Borough,  all  are  connected 
to  main  drainage. 
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HOP  PICKERS  GAMES 


It  is  estimated  that  150  people  resiled  at  the  two  hop  pickers 
camps  in  the  Borough  during  the  hop -pi eking  season,  A number  of 
pickers  provided  their  own  accommodation  in  the  form  of  modern 
type  caravans.  As  more  machine  pickers  are  installed  it  is  antic- 
ipated that  in  time  only  local  labour  will  be  required  each  season 
to  harvest  the  hops . 


MORTUARY  ACCOMMODATION 

Mortuary  accommodation  is  available  at  the  Faversham  Cottage 
Hospital  when  required. 
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SECTION  VII 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


MILK 


There  are  two  premises  now  registered  in  the  Borough  as  dairies  — 
both  with  pasteurisation  plants.  This  is  a decrease  of  one  over  the 
previous  year.  One  was  removed  from  the  register  when  the  premises 
cea„sed  to  be  used  as  a dairy,  the  building  reverted  to  residential 
usage . 


There  are  thirty-two  premises  registered  for  the  distribution 
of  milk,  an  increase  of  one  over  the  previous  year. 

Fifty-six  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  laboratories 
for  analysis.  All  were  reported  as  satisfactory  except  one  which 
was  iy/o  deficient  in  fat,  further  samples  proved  satisfactory. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSE 

No  progress  was  ma.de  during  the  year  on  the  planhs  for  modern- 
isation of  the  slaughterhouse,  the  owner  ultimately  decided  to 
withdraw  the  proposals  and  put  the  premises  up  for  sale.  The  Borough 
Council  negotiated  the  purchase  of  the  buildings  and  land.  It  is 
intended  to  demolish  the  buildings  and  to  clear  the  site. 


MEAT 


An  explosive  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever  in  Aberdeen  in  May 
and  June  was  associated  with  meat  which  had  been  purchased  at  one 
particular  store.  Suspicion  as  to  source  was  subsequently  linked 
to  a 6 I’d.  can  of  corned  beef. 

As  requested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  all  shops,  stores  and 
feeding  establishments  in  the  Borough  were  visited  to  trace  tins 
bearing  particular  brand  and  factory  marks#  In  all  98  of  these 
tins  were  traced,  these  were  subsequently  returned  to  the  whole- 
salers • 

In  connection  with  these  investigations  some  200  visits  and 
inspections  were  made  by  the  Health  Department.

It  will  be  seen  that  large  quantities  of  assorted  foodstuffs 
were  inspected  and  condemned  during  the  year.  The  major  part  of 
this  work  wa.s  carried  out  at  East  Kent  Pakcers  where  contaminated 
and  damaged  cargoes  were  sorted  and  repacked.  The  salvage  from 
a damaged  cargo  may  at  times  be  as  low  as  fifty  per  cent  resulting 
in  considerable  wastage . 

The  quantities  recorded  above  are  those  for  which  certificates 
of  condemnation  were  issued,  many  tons  of  fruit  and  vegetables  are 
verbally  condemned  as  unfit.  All  the  waste  is  at  present  taken 
to  the  Council's  refuse  tip  where  it  is  tipped  with  the  household 
refuse.  The  waste  material  can  give  rise  to  many  problems  of  dis- 
posal according  to  the  type  and  quantity  involved.  Por  instance 
the  48  tons  of  beetroot  contaminated  adjoining  fish  ponds  and 
emergency  methods  of  oxygenating  the  water  had  to  be  devised. 
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PREPARATION  OF  PRESERVED  FOODS 


Thirty-three  premises  are  registered  for  the  purpose  of  fish 
frying,  sausage  manufacture,  cooking  of  hams,  etc. 

ICE  CREAM 


Ice  cream  sold  in  the  Borough  is  mainly  prepacked.  In  all 
sixty -two  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream* 


BAKEHOUSES 

There  were  three  small  bakehouses  operating  during  the  year, 
one  of  these  ceased  its  delivery  service  and  it  is  likely  that  the 
others  will  in  future  be  working  at  a reduced  output. 


MARKET  STALLS 

Two  regular  and  a few  casual  stallholders  have  operated  from 
the  Market  Place  during  the  year.  The  system  of  providing  washing 
and  toilet  facilities  for  stallholders  is  working  quite  well  and 
hot  water  is  always  available. 


SHELLFISH 

Complaints  were  received  from  time  to  time  about  nuisance 
being  caused  by  the  cocking  of  shellfish  despite  warnings  to  the 
occupiers  of  the  premises.  Six  premises  are  known  to  be  used  as 
bases  for  the  sale  of  shellfish  in  this  and  other  districts. 

The  shellfish  is  normally  sold  at  the  weekends.

GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  WORKS 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

During  1964  a total  of  eleven  cases  of  dysentery  were  not- 
ified including  four  members  of  one  large  family.  The  usual 
investigations  were  carried  out  but  the  tracing  of  the  source 
of  infection  was  unsuccessful  in  pJLl  cases.  The  precautions 
advised  and  taken  probably  curtailed  the  spread  of  the  infection. 

There  were  three  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  during  the 
year,  these  were  of  a mild  character  and  advisory  visits  were  made 
to  the  houses  concerned. 

In  August  a small  but  serious  outbreak  of  food  poisoning 
occurred  during  the  night  shift  at  a local  food  factory.  Of  the 
eight  persons  engaged  on.  the  night  shift  three  became  ill,  one 
seriously  enough  to  necessita.te  his  removal  to  hospital.  The 
remains  of  the  type  of  food  consumed  were  submitted  to  the  lab- 
oratories for  analysis.  The  laboratories  at  Maidstone  and  Canterbury 
Hosjjital  were  unable  to  isola.te  food  poisoning  organisms  either 
from  the  remaining  food  or  patients  stools. 


DISINFESTATION 

Three  visits  were  paid  to  verminous  premises.  The  premises 
were  treated  with  DDT  spray  and  lindane  smoke  tablets. 

A total  of  seven  wasps  nests  were  dealt  with  in  19 64-  compared 
with  thirty -four  in  1963* 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  services  of  a part  time  rodent  operator  were  used  during 
the  year  to  carry  out  surveys  and  treatments  for  .rodent  infestations. 

Sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  mainly  in  the  older  parts 
of  the  Borough.

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


The  three  factories  continued  to  operate  at  Oare  Creek  and 
a total  of  126  visits  were  made  t hr  ought  cut  the  year. 

There  has  been  a slow  but  steady  improve  tent  in  the  overall 
standards  of  hygiene  and  operating  efficiency  at  the  factories. 
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In  June  a serious  outbreak  of  fire  at  one  of  the  factoryies 
caused  extensive  damage  to  the  cooker  house,  cookers  and  loading 
bay.  Seven  tons  of  fat  went  up  in  flames  damaging  parts  of  the 
fabric  of  the  Mldlngs  and  burning  out  all  the  electrical  wiring. 
The  factory  was  able  to  commence  working  on  a reduced  output  after 
a break  of  48  hours . Since  the  fire  this  factory  has  taken  the 
opportunity  to  replace  most  of  the  damaged  equipment  with  modern 
and  new  types. 

The  factories  are  of  the  type  which  do  need  close  supervision 
and  inspection  and  this  is  helped  at  all  the  factories  by  the 
willing  co-operation  of  the  Managements. 


LICENSED  PREMISES 

The  slow  and  steady  progress  in  bringing  all  the  licensed 
premises  in  the  Borough  up  to  a reasonable  standard  was  main- 
tained during  the  year.  In  one  or  two  cases  it  may  be  necessary 
to  insist  on  faster  progress. 


Early  in  the  year  the  annual  routine  licensing  inspections 
were  made  of  all  premises  storing  petroleum  in  the  Borough.  The 
installations  were  in  general  of  good  standard  but  the  usual 
number  of  minor  contraventions  of  the  Regulations  were  observed 
and  notices  sent  to  the  owners  concerned.  Forty -three  inspections 
were  made. 

Three  premises  were  licensed  for  the  storage  of  carbide  of 
calcium. 


FIREWORKS 

During  the  firework  season  seven  visits  were  made  to  premises 
where  fireworks  were  being  stored  and  sold.  The  premises  were  in 
all  cases  satisfactory. 


SHOPS  ACTS 

During  the  inspection  of  premises  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Shops  Acts  it  was  necessary  to  serve  two  notices  for  contraventions, 
these  were  subsequently  complied  with. 
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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAIB7AY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

In  addition  to  the  primary  Act  which  came  into  force  during 
the  year  there  has  been  a mass  of  further  legislation  comprising 
statutory  instruments,  circulars,  supplements,  accident  class- 
ification codes,  and  so  on. 

It  is  now  estimated  that  there  will  be  approximately  250 
premises  in  the  Borough  which  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  to  inspect  and  control.  With  a staff  of 
one  Public  Health  Inspector  it  is  obvious  that  this  additional  work 
is  likely  to  be  a heavy  burden.  It  may  be  several  years  before 
the  primary  inspections,  with  notices  of  works  and  contraventions 
as  and  when  they  apply,  can  be  concluded. 


SWIMMING  POOL 

The  public  swimming  pool  opened  on  the  50th  May  and  quickly 
proved  very  popular.  The  pool  is  situated  in  the  centre  of  the 
Town  near  the  main  car  park.  In  addition  to  the  main  pool  there 
is  a small  children^  pool  at  the  side. 

As  might  have  been  expected  with  a new  pool  there  were  a 
number  of  teething  troubles  which  were  gradually  sorted  out  as 
the  season  went  on.  In  the  light  of  experience  it  will  be  necessary 
to  modify  parts  of  the  equipment  and  this  work  was  commenced  after 
the  pool  closed  for  the  winter. 


NOISE  COMPLAINTS 

More  and  more  complaints  are  being  made  to  the  Department 
each  year  about  excessive  noise  nuisances.  These  are  usually 
connected  with  the  close  proximity  of  business  and  residential 
premises.  In  most  cases  it  is  difficult  to  decide  whether  the 
duration  and  level  of  intensity  of  the  noise  is  unreasonable  and 
is  such  as  to  be  injurious  to  health.
